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In  [677  one  |ohn  Darby1,  as  the  name  was  generally  spelled  until 
a  recent  date,  and  correspondingly  pronounced  a  custom  reci 
ni/^ed  and  conformed  to  in  these  pages— was  a  fisherman  of  Mar- 
blehead,  where  he  owned  a  cottage  and  a  small  lot  of  land.  F01 
hick  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  it  may  be  presumed  that  he  w.i> 
h.  in  lingland,  and  came  to  this  country  in  his  early  manhood  to 
seek  his  fortune  amid  the  novelties  and  wonders  of  the  new  world. 
Possibly  he  was  the  bio.  oi  tioger  Darby,  known  to  he  a  native  of 
Topsham,  Devonshire,  who  landed  at  Hoston  July  18,  1671, and 
set.  at  Salem,  and  from  whom  descended  the  celebrated  surgt 
and  oculist,  I  )r,  Derby  of  the  present  day.  By  his  «.,  Alice  — , 
John  Darby1  had  5  chn.,  the  second  of  whom,  John-,  was  b.  Oet.  S, 
iGcSi.  This  John  Darby*,  who  in  his  "will,"  1717,  spelt  his  name 
Darbie,  m.  Deborah,  dau.  of  JSfigCC-  Conant,  and  located  first  at 
Beverly,  but  went  theme  to  Ipswich  about  17JO,  and  from  theit  .11 
1751  to  Concord,  where  he  d.  March  7,  1 7 53. 

Darby,  Andrew8,  the  first  of  the  name  in  Westmin- 
ster, was  s.  ol  John-  and  Deborah,  b.  in  lieverly,  fan. 
2G,  1706-7.  lie  was  to  begin  with  a  weaver  b\  trade,  as 
was  his  f.  before  him:  In  1733  he  purchased  land  in 
Concord,  "  New  Grant,"  now  Acton,  and,  after  the  incor- 
poration of  that  town  in  1735,  took  an  active  part  in 
public  affairs,  proving  himself  to  be  a  man  61  ability, 
character  and  influence.  He  served  the  public  as  Assessoi 
3  yrs.,  Selectman  .\  yrs.,  and  Constable  m\  officer  ol 
much  mote  dignity  and  importance  in  those  days  than 
now-  1  yr.  lie  disposed  of  his  Alton  estate  in  1 7  i'  . 
and  2  yrs.  later,  May  to,  1748,   purchased   lot    No.  22  rn 
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Narragansett,  with  house  and  grist-mil]  upon  it,  located 
at  the  outlet  of  VV.  pond,  of  Seth  Walker,  and  there  he 
set.  and  ever  afterwards  lived.  J  lis  occupation  conferred 
upon  him  the  familiar  title  of  "  Miller  Darby,"  1a  which 
he  was  designated  in  all  the  country  round  about,  lb 
soon  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  people  at 
large,  and  was  elected  to  numerous  positions  of  honor 
and  trust,  lie  filled  the  office  of  Proprietors'  Clerk, 
1750— 1754,  and  was  for  some  yrs.  both  Assessor  and 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  before  the  incorpora- 
tion ol  the  township.  lie  was  one  of  the  first  A 
ol  the  district  ol  W.,  and  also  a  Selectman,  occupying 
those  posts  of  service  7  and  1  years  respectively.  He 
moreover  was  active  and  influential  in  the  affairs  of  the 
church,  as  elsewhere  noted.  lie  acquired  considerable 
property,  and  in  his  day  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
town's  most  substantial  and  trustworthy  citizens.  On  his 
tombstone  in  the  old  cemetery  is  this  inscription  :

"YVe,  the  inhabitants  ol  tin  town  of  Westminster,  having  at  a 
town  meeting  duly  considered  the  distressing  circumstances  of  this 
province  by  reason  of  late  acts  of  the  British  Parliament  (which  in 
a  great  measure  affects  all  the  governments  on  the  continent) 
whereby  our  chartei  privileges  and  liberties  in  particular  are  greatly 
obstructed  and  many  of  them  wholly  taken  away  from  us,  which  we 
thmk  is  very  arbitrary  and  oppressive;  therefore  think  ourselves 
under  a  necessity  to  diminish  our  much  embarrassed  trade  with 
Great  Britain,  viz  j  that  we  cannot  nor  will  we,  either  In  ourselves 
or  any  for  or  under  us,  directly  01  indirectly,  after  the  last  tlaj  ol 
August  instant  (unless  all  oui  chartei  rights  are  restored  which  are 
taken  f  10m  us  by  the  above  said  acts),  purchase  of  die. a  Britain 
or  any  thai  shall  impoi  t  tin  refroill  aftei  said  day  any  mole  clothing, 
or  anything  used  therefor,  01  any  ornament  thereunto  belonging, 
nor  any  tea  oi  other  kind  of  Kast  India  goods  except  saltpetei  and 
spices  and  medicinal  drugs  that  shall  be  imported  aftei  said  day, 
noi  any  liquors  used  foi  drinks  or  any  kind  of  provision  (wine 
only  excepted),  and  all  earth  em  and  stone  ware  and  all  docks  and

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Amongthe  names  of  soldiers  who  went  to  Cambridge 
upon  hearing  of  the  battles  of  Lexington  and  Concord, 
Apr.  19,  1775,  for  ten  days'  service,  were  Captain 
Jackson's  company,  in  Col.  Asa  VVhitcomb's  regiment, 
Andrew  Darby,  private;  Captain  Miles'  Company,  Col.
